2. The terms of reference of the Working Party will he to examine and to 
make recommendations within six months on — 

(a) measures necessary to achieve increase of production in the industry; 

(b) measures for reducing costs of production; 

(o) measures for improving the quality of product*; 

(d) measures to improve the efficiency of labour, management, and or- 

ganisation of the industry as a whole; 

(e) measures to achieve rationalisation of the industry; and 

(f) measures for better marketing of the product* of industry at home 

and abroad.
